Does  the  Bible  teach  regenera- 
tion? If  so,  how  and  w here? 

1.  Where?  We  turn  to  Titus 
3 :*>,  and  we  find  language  like  this  : 
“Not  by  works  of  righteousness 
which  we  have  done,  but 
according  to  his  mercy  he 
saved  us,  through  the  wash- 
ing of  regeneration  ami  re 
newing  of  the  Holy  Spirit.”  Also 
1 Peter  1 :23,  “Being  horn  again, 
not  of  perishable  seed,  hut  of  Ini 
perishable,  through  the  word  of 
t tod,  which  lives  and  abides  for- 
ever.” Also  1 John  2:29,  “If  ye 
know* that  he  iajrtghtcous,  ye  know 
that  every  one  that  does  righteous- 
ness has  been  begotten  of  him." 
< >nee  more:  1 John  .1:1,  “Kvery  one 
who  believes  that  Jesus  Is  the 
Christ  lias  been  begotten  ol  tlod.” 

Now,  then,  after  having  read  the 
above  references,  it  is  perfectly 
clear  that  the  Bible  does  teach  the 
doctrine  of  regeneration,  or  the 
new,  or  another  birth.  If  this  is  not 
clear  enough,  we  have  only  to 
throw  on  the  light  of  other  pas- 
sages which  present  the  subject 
from  another  point  of  view.  For 
Instance,  where  the  scriptures 
speak  of  passing  from  death  to 
life;  of  being  new  creatures,  etc 

2.  How  is  regeneration  taught, 
or,  to  he  more  specific,  w hat  Is  the 
nature  of  the  change  expressed  by 
the  scriptures  referred  to?  It  is 
not  a bodily  change,  for  the  body 
is  to  be  changed  In  the  resurrec- 
tion. What  then?  It  Is  clearly  a 
change  in  man’s  spiritual  being. 
Such  a change  as  originates  In  the 
soul  of  man,  a disposition  to  holi- 
ness. Before  regeneration  there  is 
no  such  disposition.  It  is  all  dark- 
ness, death,  enmity  to  God,  diso- 
bedience. I’pon  and  after  regener- 
ation it  is  light,  life,  love,  obedience, 
joy  in  the  Holy  Spirit. 

But  how  is  this  change  wrought — 
this  disposition  to  holiness  pro- 
duced?

Two  years  ago,  while  1 was  pas- 
tor at  Providence,  Grenada  county 
Miss.,  we  had  what  -we  called  “Chil- 
dren's Day,”  as  also  we  observed  at 
Gray's  Port,  Torrance  and  Shiloh,  at 
which  time  I preached  to  the  chil- 
dren and  memorable  days  art:  they 
to  me. 

At  Providence  I gave  the  little 
boys  each  a small  package  of  cotton 
seeds,  about  200  in  number,  with 
thisjunderstandlng : Each  was  to 
plant  his  seeds,  do  all  the  work  him-  . 
self— -cultivate,  gather  and  sell  the 
cotton,  and  give  the  proceeds  to 
missions,  but  to  keep  the  seed  for 
next  year,  with  the  understanding 
that  they  wen*  to  give  only  half  the 
.proceeds  of  that  crop  and  keep  the 
other  half. 

The  little  girls  wen-  to  a>k  their 
mothers  to  donate  them  eaoh  a .hen, 
and  they  were  to  give  the  proceeds 
also  vo  missions. 

Jure  found  an  interesting  contest 
between  the  little  bays  -cultivating 
and  watching  their  cotton,  ai  d the 
little  girls  pushing  up  “old  S[>eok," 
and  the  15th  of  November  told  what 
the  “Little  Workers'  bad  done,  which 
put  to  shame  many  church  members 
who  had  been  ; paying  nothing  to 
; missions. 

I enelose'a  letter  written  by  one 
of  the  little  boys  of  about  9 or  10

Ths  juice  is  prepared  by 
cutting  up  th*  bananas  in  email  pi-res 
and  putting  them  with  planty  of  sugar  in 
a closed  glare  jar,  Th*  latter  is  then 
placed  in  cold  water,  which  is  gradually 
mads  to  boil.  When  the  boiling  point  is 
reached  the  prooere  Is  complete.  Of  the 
sirup  so  mad*  a toaspoontu!  every  hour 
ia  the  proper  dosa 

Many  people  oom plain  that  they  can- 
not drink  milk  without  being  distressed 
by  It.  The  reason  Is  that  they  drink  it 
too  fast.  If  a glare  of  milk  la  swallowed 
hastily  it  *ot«n  tha  stomach,  and  than 
forms  In  am  solid,  ouedtod  mare  difficult 
of  digestion.  At  least  four  minute* 
should  b*  occupied  In  drinking  a glare  of 
milk,  so  that  in  reaching  th*  stomach  it 
will  be  so  distributed  that  when  ooagula- 
ted,  aa  it  must  be  by  the  gastric  juice, 
instead  of  being  in  ons  hard,  condensed 
mass,  it  will  be  more  in  ths  form  of  a 
sponge.
